The Hon. Irene Parlby will mot 
stand for re-election to the provin- 
cial legislature, The word is recetv- 
ed with keen disappointment among 
men and women of Alberta who have 
been her wtaunch supporters, and 
whom in faith and courage in the 
business of government she hae nev- 
er failed. Mirs, Parlby represented 
the Lacombe constituency, and was 
minister without portfolio during the 
Greenfield and Brownlee adminietra- 
ilone in the, United Farmers of Al- 
berta party. 

How many feel that Mrs, Parlby 
is now at the zenith of her career? 
Because her interests were never 
confined she developed a breadth of 
outlook and an understanding that 
was given not only to the penetra- 
tion of political problems but first 
to humanity. 

‘Her political position has been fill- 
ed with grace, dignity and charm. 
She hag stood by her convictions with 
courage always, and hag been unfal- 
tering in her trust as representative 
of the people and for the people, Bs- 
pecially are the women of Alberta 
proud of Mrs. Parlby. 

Glancing back over the annals of 
ber career in public life, one finds 
record of her interest in creative ed- 
ucation, when she spoke to oppose

meeting a which she spoke. 

The motion regarding state medi- 
cine, which occupied the attention of 
the. council of women in Alberta was 
given her special attention and sup- 
pont’ At all times hers is the far 
seeing attitude of mind and this 
keenness has penetrated many such 
questions. 

Mrs, Parlby was born in (Condon, 
Pngland, and came to Canada in 
1896, where she was married to Mr. 
Walter Parlby in 1897. Their home 
igs now at “Manadon Farm,” Alix. 
Her great grandfather wags a member 
of the British House of Commons and 
she is a great niece of the -well- 
known author, Capt. Fred Marryatt. 

Occupied with the interests and 
policies of the U.F W.A., Mrs, Parl- 
by held the office of president of the 
organization from 1915 to 1919. For 
two years she was representative on 
the Board of Governors of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, and in 1921 was 
first elected to the provincial legis- 
lature, when she wae named as min- 
ister without portfolio in the cabinet. 
At one time she represented the wo- 
mien of Alberta at the conference of 
women called by the war committee 
at Ottawa. 

In 19@1 she wus elected as one of 
Canada's representatives to attend 
the League of Netion’s conference at 
Geneva, one of the highest hongrs to 
be accorded a statesman, and one of 
the highest distinctions in recogni- 
tion of her ability, 

Here is indeed, a record of dis- 
tinction, indicating a -vital interest in 
national affairs. Whatever she had 
to offer of knowledge and sound judg- 
ment was never given grudgingly and 
one sees a large record of attendance 
at various meetings throughout the 
province where she was called ae 
speaker. 

Mrp. Parlby was recently re-ap- 
pointed as minister without portfolio 
to fulfill her office in the Reid admin- 
istwation. Her refueal to stand for 
re-election is counted a great loss 
both to the cabinet and to the legis- 
lative assembly, and deep regret was 
expressed by Hon. Mr. Reid.

Was Noted Educationalist 


Prof. F. C. Walker Of British Colum- 
bia Dies In Italy 


. . Francis Cox Walker, professor of 

English at the University of British 
Columbia and an educationist known 
from Nova Scotia coast, is dead at 
Florence, Italy, his brother-in-law, 
Thomas D. Lord, of Montreal, was in- 
formed. Professor Walker was 61 
years of age. 

Prof. Walker was spending a brief 
holiday in Italy and was stricken 
about two weeks before his death. A 
native of Saint John, N-:B., the pro- 
fessor graduated from the University 
of New Brunswick as bachelor of 
arts, master of arts and later as doc- 
tor of philosophy from Harvard Uni- 
versity.

Little Journeys In Science 


PYRETHRUM 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.y 
The story of how a young German 
scientist discovered a valuable in- 
secticide is most interesting. In far 
away Japan, in the 17th century, a 
Japanese nobleman’s daughter was 
being married, and to this celebration 
was invited a young German scien- 
tist. 
It was the usual Japanese custom 
of those days to decorate each room 
entirely with one kind of flower or 
blossom. In one room the young 
scientist observed that no insects 
were flying around, and that the floor 
was strewn with dead flies, ants and 
other typical summer pests: This 
room was decorated with a flower, 
ordinary © field 
daisy. The young German found that 
this flower was known as the pyre- 
thrum and that it grew in abundance 
on his host’s estate. 
Permission was obtained to take a 
few of these flowers to his labora- 
tory. After many experiments wtih 


discovered that the scent given off by 
them killed insects and other creep- 
ing pests, but was ‘harmless to hu- 
mans. His discovery has been of 
great value to all mations in the 
everlasting war against insect pests. 
To-day this little ‘field daisy” is 
widely cultivated in Japan, and its 
blossoms, compressed and packed in 
bales, are shipped to all parts of the 
world to be used in the manufacture 
of insect powder, which is used chief- 
ly in the home,

H. Bailey, a scientist of the Uni- 
‘versity of Minnésota, who addressed 
an organization of flour millers and 
cereal chemists at Toronto recently. 
_ Mr. Bailey made the statement 
that chaff and’ straw in Canada and 
the United States’ was capable of 
producing more heat than all the 
anthracite coal produced in the 
United States during a year. 

There have been numerous experi- 
ments in Western Canada in efforts 
to utilize the straw resulting from 
the annual harvest. Several times it 
was said that a process for storing 
‘gases from burning straw had been 
perfected, but this proved ‘incorrect 
and so far as is generally known the 
tremendous quantities of wheat 
straw in Western Canada and the 
United States are still a total loss 
and havé to be got rid of by a waste- 
ful process of burning in the fields, 

The chemists recognize that heat 
is a potential source of power. Mil- 
lions of tons of wheat straw are an- 
nualy consigned to the flames in the 
agricultural areas of Western Can- 
ada and the United States. If the 
energy thus liberated could be stored 
in some way the country would be 
possessed of enormous reserves of 
power to do essential work. To-day 
science is very alert in the study of 
these problems. It may be that one 
of these days this problem will be 
solved and a new source of revenue 
will be provided for the western 
farmers, who are badly in need of 
such a benefaction. 


Animals Have Vocabulary 


Phrase “Our Dumb Friends” Was 
Always A Libel 
The average man or woman who 
likes animals and is convinced that 
his or her.pet understands a half 
dozen familiar commands may be 
surprised to learn that several “‘ani- 
mal dictionaries” have been written. 
Gabriele D’Annunzio, the Italian 
poet, has announced that he will in- 
clude a complete glossary of the 
canine language in his new book, 
“Lives of Illustrious Dogs.” The book 
is to be modeled after Plutarch's 
“Lives’’. 
Other animals whose vocabularies 
have been recorded, are the monkey, 
the horse, and the cat. An Ameri- 
can woman, Miss Blanche W. Learn- 
ed, was responsible for classifying 32 
terms of the chimpanzee, together 
with the meaning of each. Other 
scientists have tabulated 12 words of 
the Marmoset language and 14 of the 
Gibbon’s. : 
The horse is said to speak with 
“six words and three kinds of neigh- 
ing’. Cats produce 15 sounds, ac- 
cording to the experts, each with its 
distinct interpretation. There are 12 
“words” in the hen’s vocabulary and 
five in the rooster’s. 
From all this it seems that it is 
high time that the phrase, “our 
dumb friends,” went into discard. It 
was always a libel.

Losses of fertility from farm min- 
ures may be prevented by the use of 
litter, watertight floors, covered 
manure pits, and by getting the 
manure into the land as quickly as 
possible. 

In relation to grassland, ‘ts cres- 
tion, management, and fertilization, 
efficient and highly systematized re- 
search has done much during the 
past few years to add to human 
knowledge and to the profits o: the: 
pastoralist. ; 

The use of seaweed as a fertilizer 
dates back to historic times, and its. 
value for the upkeep of soi! fertility 
has been generally and practically 
recognized both in the old world and 
in the new by farmers residing not 
too far distant from the coast line. 

One hundred and eleven pounds of 
brome grass seed and four pounds of 
rhubarb seed from the British Isies, 
and 122 pounds of fax and seven 
pounds of rhubarb seed from the 
United States were imported into 
Canada during the year ended June 
1, 1934. 

Sheep help to suppress the wild 
carrot in pasture lands. This weed 
is best kept in check by the ar 
rotation of crops with thorough cul- 
tivation. It is spreading in the clover 
seed producing districts of Ontario, 
and is a nuisance along roadsides, 
waste places and old meadows.

When Miss Amy Johnson flew to 
Australia in twenty days the regu- 
lar air line ended at Karachi, and she 
was continuing along a route where 
no woman had flown before. Miss 
Batten, taking the same trail in the 
same type of aeroplane, also had 
Some reason for enduring the strain 
of long days alone in the air. She 
had not seen her father in New 
Zealand for a long time and she 
wanted to get there quickly. She 
reached Darwin in’ fifteen days, A 
few months hence the mails will need 
only fourteen days for the journey 
from London to the great cities in 
the south of Australia. Instead of 
travelling, as these two women pilots 
did, at-a speed of eighty miles an 
hour, the mails will be taken in the 
new Diana air line at a speed of 145 
miles an hour. 

Four years ago Mrs. Mollison her- 
self might have been dubbed the new 
Diana,’ making her conquests with 
the aid of horse power in the place of 
dogs, but leading the chase in other- 
wise solitary state for the edification 
of the multitude. Her position as 
the maker of the fastest time for 
women pilots between England and 
Australia had stood unchallenged for 
four years. Now Miss Batten has 
displaced her by the simple expedi- 
ent of spending less time on the 
ground. There was no need to prove 
that engine and aeroplane would 
stand such treatment. Mr. C. W. A. 
Scott and others had driven similar 
aeroplanes much harder along the 
same route. Nor was it impossible 
to obtain faster aircraft for such a 
journey. The flight clearly was a 
test mainly of stamina in the pilot, 
made at the best time of the year for 
flying and along a route which is 
nearly ready for the operation of 
regular mail services. In that-sense 
such a flight will never ‘lack excuse; 
but when the new Diana of Imperial 
Airways has tahen up her duties, and 
is coursing along the route once a 
week in either--direction, solitary 
flights by accomplished young wo- 
men will fall into the category of 
channel swimming and motor car 
reliability trials.

This attitude of superiority and 
self-confidence on the part of motor 
vehicle drivers is the indirect cause 
of a great many mishaps. If he is 
involved in an accident or a near- 
accident, the conceited driver will al- 
most invariably try to place the re- 
sponsibility on the other driver, In- 
deed, were we to believe them, the 
accident problem would be at an end 
as soon as this mysterious “other 
person” could be located and taken 
off the road. ; 

Irritating incidents occur in traffic 
very frequently. In almost every 
case each driver feels that the other 
is to blame and castigates him with 
great fervour, A little self-analysis 
would often show each driver that 
he was at least partly to blame; 
and a little study would enable them 
to recognize and correct their faults 
so that they might drive in greater 
comfort and security in the future. 

Reports of motor accidents ap- 
pear in the newspapers with such 
monotonous regularity that it is not 
surprising that most people will 
agree that something should be done 
about the sifuation. Most people are 
convinced that the cause of these 
accidents is “reckless driving’. But 
few have anything but a vague no- 
tion of what constitutes reckless 
driving, and fewer still, if indeed any, 
will admit that their own actions are 
ever dangerous.

To Keep Cool 


New Style Of Wrist Watch Keeps 
Body Cool In Hot Weather 

A new “wrist watch” which will 
keep the whole body cool in hot 
weather was announced at Purdue 
University. ‘ 

The device looks like a watch,, but 
instead of keeping time, encloses a 
pellet of dry ice, or solid carbon 
diéxide, at 109 degrees below zero. 

The effects are the same as dip- 
ping the wrists in cold water, a fav- 
orite hot weather trick, or of keeping 
a stream of cold water running over 
the body. : 

A normally cooling stream of cold 
air and cold carbon dioxide gas flows 
over the sensitive spot on the wrist 
where the radial artery is close to 
the surface.

United States Joins The ILO. 


More than ordinary significance attachés to recent decision of the 
American Congress to apply for full membership of the International Labor 
Organization at Geneva, usually referred to as the ILO. Not only will ac- 
cession of the United States add considerably to the prestige that organ- 
ization now enjoys, but, bringing as it will the U.S. into direct confrontation 
with this important branch of League of Nations’ activity, the move will do 
much to restore prestige lost by the parent body through recent defections, 
notably that of Japan. 

Press despatches have revealed little of the background, few -of the 
motives, behind this change of front on the part of the Washington govern- 
ment, It is true, of course, membership of the International Labor Organ- 
ization does not involve endorsement of the League covenant, nor does it 
entail any political commitments to the League as such. In fact, the U.S. 
desire to provide adequate safeguards against the “foreign entanglements” 
that country has so rigorously eschewed since the war, is exemplified in the 
act of Congress which specifically declares that the United States, by mem- 
bership in the ILO, shall assume ‘no obligations under the covenant”. 

This, of course, is possible. The International Labor Organization, like 
the World Court upon whose bench the United States long has been repre- 
sented, is.an autonomous section of the League of Nations. Membership in 
either or both is possible without acceptance of the covenant. Germany, as 
a matter of fact, was an active, full-fledged member of the ILO for six 
years before becoming a member of the League of Nations. The connec- 
tion between the organization and the League is derived not from the 
covenant but from the charter of the ILO, which is Part XIII. of the Treaty 
of Versailles, a : 

The International Labor Organization is, however, much closer to the 
League than is the World Court for the reason that it is, essentially, a 
means of getting intérnational legislation enacted, or treaties negotiated, as 
is the League itself. The heart of the League system is its: permanent 
mechanism for continuous international negotiation, and the ILO parallels 
this machinery throughout, in its limited field of social questions. 

The importance of the United States’ decision to join the International 
Labor Organization, therefore, can best be deduced by considering it in rela- 
tion to the economic problems created by varying standards of living, hours 
of labor and rates of wages, in nations now competing for foreign markets, 
and also by contrasting the present action with Washington's past attitude 
towards the Geneva labor office. 

Hitherto, the United States has been far colder to the ILO than to any 
other branch of League activity. Until one year ago, the United States 
government would have nothing whatever to do with the labor organiza- 
tion, but now, without any parade or ballyhoo, Congress has accepted, vir- 
tually without demur, the proposal to apply for membership. This will in- 
volve representation on the permanent secretariat at Geneva and ultimate 
appointment of American representatives to the personnel of the central 
office. 

Psychologically, the action of Washington will have more far-reaching 
effects. It will give Japan, Germany and Italy “furiously to think’ for, if 
President Roosevelt can persuade Congress to make so complete a volte 
face in so short a time in connection with one great section of League 
activity, it follows that but little additional pressure would be required to 
convert his legislators to the idea of accepting the League covenant. 
Despite present reticences, and the insistence upon non-political safeguards, 
American opinion relative to the League is undergoing a change—and 
that change is not so far short of accepting League membership as to make 
that end remote, If it come to pass that the United States enter the 
League, that body will immediately assume grander and nobler proportions 
in the eyes of the world, and the dreams of those who called it into exist- 
ence will be within sight of fulfillment.

Capacity, with the present equip- 
ment, is placed at 12,500 cubic yards 
a day, but provision has been made 
for double the present sluicing area 
by the addition of an upper deck, on 
an incline of 13 feet from bow to 
stern. 

The whole operation will be elec- 
trically driven with individual motors 
and control switches on the bridge 
towards the bow of the structure. 
Pregent estimates indicate an oper- 
ating cost of not more than two 
cents a cubic yard. 

Hydro-electric plant is to be con- 
structed on Jones Creek, near where 
the dredge will be put into operation, 
and will generate 2,000 horse-power. 
It is understood that work upon this 
phase of the undertaking isto start 
at once. 

Ifthe operation of the first dredge 
proves successful—and every possible 
safeguard against failure seems to 
have been taken—the company will 
proceed to the construction of other 
dredges of similar model. 

Smaller units will be needed in 
some parts of the river under lease, 
but all will incorporate the present 
equipment, with such improvements 
as practice may suggest.

Russia, it is said, plans to enter 
the League of Nations, and is only 
delaying to decide what manner of 
entry would leave it the least ex- 
plaining to do as to why it stayed 
out so long. 

A chivalrous desire to help keep 
peace in Europe is credited to Mos- 
cow, no doubt correctly. But there 
is shrewdness, as well as chivalry 
in the move.

In particular he has occasion to 
focus attention on the far end of his 
dominion, in which quarter Japan is

of the park. More than 1,000 museum 
specimens ‘ were collected by Mr. 
Soper and a foundation was laid for 
a thorough understanding of the wild 
life of the area with its numerous 
problems in regard to efficient ad- 
ministration. 

Extensive observations in topo- 
graphy and forest growth were car- 
ried out. Astronomic observations 
were taken for position in ground 
control in relation to the area map 
of the park. A thorough inspection 
was carried out pertaining to park 
roads, trails, telephone lines, cabinz, 
and fire towers. Streams and. lakes 
were travelled, where possible, 
throughout the area to secure full in- 
formation on the possibility of boat 
and canoe transport along the mar- 
gins and within the park. The water- 
fowl situation was investigated to 
ascertain its abundance and how it 
was distributed among the lakes and 
waterways of the park.

Since then Nature has taken a 
hand. A severe winter and drought 
have done still more to curtail pro- 
duction. The United States federal 
crops reporting’ board, on the basis 
of conditiong,on June 1, predicts the 
shortest wheat crop in that country 
since 1893. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics’ figures for field crops, on 
May 31, were the lowest in the 
twenty-six years during which 
records have been kept. Compared 
with last year, Canadian figures for 
fall wheat are down from 95 to 45, 
and for spring wheat from 99 to 79. 
Ontario has the poorest crop pros- 
pects on record. 

Russia and the Danubian countries 
were also parties to the wheat agree- 
ment of a year ago. Russia, while 
she agreed to restrict exports, did 
not agree to any figure; she merely 
said she would do her best. There 
were famine conditions in Russia 
then. Now crops conditions in the 
Soviet are good in some parts, bad 
in others. The smaller acreage sown 
and unfavorable crop conditions are 
likely to reduce the yield in the Dan- 
ube basin. What was desired last 
August, when the international con- 
ference on wheat met, is now being 
accomplished. Though Argentina's 
default cannot morally be condoned, 
its economic effects may be slight. 
Higher prices for wheat are indicat- 
ed.—Hamilton Spectator.

Brings Out Striking Facts 


Writer Thinks Anglo-American Al- 
Hance Would Be Desirable 

Writing in the Cosmopolitan H. R. 
Knickerbrocker, noted correspondent, 
urges an Anglo-American : Alliance, 
Whatever one may think of the prac- 
ticability or wisdom of the proposal 
the author of it at least brings out 
some striking facts. He points out— 
and he has just completed a ten- 
thousand mile tour of Burope—that 
freedom of the press and freedom of 
speech, bulwarks of personal liberty, 
remain only in America and Britain. 
Complete censorship of the news pre- 
vails in Russia, Germany, Italy and 
Austria, and all information unpleas- 
ant to the authorities in power is 
suppressed in Poland, Yugoslavia, 
Roumania, Hungary, Spain, Greece, 
Turkey, Portugal and Bulgaria. 

There is no freedom of speech in 
any country under a dictatorship, 
Knickerbrocker adds, and very little 
left on the European continent. Rus- 
sia has sent millions to Turkestan 
and Siberia. Germany is full of con- 
centration camps, The prisons of 
Austria, Poland, Yugoslavia, Rou- 
mania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Spain and 
Greece are full of men incarcerated 
for no greater crime than criticism 
of the existing government or its 
officials. 

Of what these things mean, in 
peril to democrary everywhere, there 
can be little doubt. Yet it is hard 
to see how Mr. Knickerbocker's 
remedy, an alliance between England 
and the United States, could better 
things. Here in a new garb would 
be the old doctrine of the balance of 
power, with jealousy, envy and fear 
welding the rest of the world against 
the two Anglo-Saxon peoples. It 
should not be hard to imagine the re- 
sult, whether in world trade, in the 
breakdown of co-operation, in a still 
greater growth of armaments.—Ot- 
tawa Journal. 


The Red River Cart 


Changes Made In Prairie Transporta- 
tion In The Last Fifty Years 

A dramatic illustration of the 
change which has come over prairie 
transportation in the last fifty or 
sixty years is afforded by the handi- 
work of Mr. Francis Richard, who 
was born near Selkirk, Manitoba, in 
1864. Mr. Richard has just completed 
the building of an old-fashioned Red 
River cart, made entirely. by hand 
from bush timber. It contains not 
one nail or screw, and no metal 
whatever. In this respect it runs 
true to its type, for the old Red 
River cart, which, before the coming 
of the wagon, and later, the railway, 
was the vehicle used for transporta- 
tion throughout the vast area from 
Red River to the Rocky Mountains, 
was the product of a strictly self- 
contained country, Its huge wooden 
wheels rumbled over endless prairie 
trails under the guidance of early 
settlers or traders, frequently escort- 
ed by small detachments of the 
Northwest Mounted Police. _ 

The change which has occurred 
within the memory of settlers still 
living has-been almost incredible. 


The winding prairie trails have given 


place to straight graded highways; 


Contrary T. Popular Opinion 
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Because of the high ity of 
Canadian wheat, which ge it 
pen publicity at international ‘ex- 
tions, and the large part ch 
Canada takes in supplying the 
world’s markets with the “staff of 
life", it may be supposed that wheat 
is almost the only important farm 
product in Canada. The statistician 
of one of the Canadian banks hag re- 
cently assembled figures which show 
that wheat, after all, plays only a 
minor part in Canada's total agri- 
cultural production. Fewer than half 
the farmers of Canada engage in 
wheat-raising at all, and from 1925 
to 1929 wheat accounted for only 
about 225 per cent. of the total agri- 
cultural revenue; in 1938 the propor- 
tion was only about 16 per cent. 
Among other farm products of im- 
portance it may be noted. that farm 
animals, including hogs, are credited 
with about 11 per cent. of the total 
farm revenue; dairy products and 
poultry about 22 per cent. Field 
crops aside from wheat which play 
an important part in the total. in- 
clude oats, $75,000,000; barley, $16,- 
500,000; potatoes, $31,643,000; tur- 


nips, $11,878,000; hay and clover, 
$94,000,000; alfalfa, $13,534,000; 
grain hay, $19,400,000; and mixed 


grains, $12,750,000, Commercial fruits 
amount to about $10,000,000. 

Other crops which do not run into 
such large figures are still important 
factors in the country’s agricultural 
income. The products of the maple 
tree-— sugar and syrup — average 
about 3 million a year. . Honey in 
1933 amounted to 1% milions. Sugar 
beets contribute another 3 millions. 
Vegetables and vegetable plants from 
| greenhouses and hot-houses amount 
to eight millions, and flowers cccount 
for 414 million, The value of the 
tobacco crop last year was. $5,200,- 
000, Production of furs runs to 10 
millions, of which about 30 per cent. 

Wool accounts 
for two millions,
